This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to fomri a single general Inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a method for packaging a good. 
Group II. claim(s) 6-9, drawn to a device for packaging a good.

The inventions listed as Groups 1,11,111 do not rejate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the structural 
limitations of Group III do not require that the package be deep drawn to hold a good as 
required in Group I. The good may be placed in the package by hand. Similarly, the 
structural limitations of Group III do not require an apparatus for gripping film or 
providing an evacuation station as required by Group II. With respect to Groups II, the 
Group I method steps for packing a good do not require the particular elements of the 
device in Group II.
